Community Meeting to Discuss Allowing Suburban 

Office Buildings to be Converted into Other Uses 

 

 

 

Following a recent change to more easily allow empty office buildings in mixed use 

and industrial areas to be converted into other uses, Fairfax County officials are 

looking to expand this flexibility to offices in suburban neighborhoods. 

 

To introduce this proposal, the county will hold a community meeting on Monday, 

January 29, from 6:00 to 8:00 p.m., at the Fairfax County Government Center, 

conference rooms 9 and 10, 12000 Government Center Parkway, Fairfax, VA 

22035. 

 

At this meeting, county planners will seek public feedback on what kinds of 

conversions to allow and the criteria and conditions for offices to be eligible for 

conversion, such as ensuring they are compatible with surrounding neighborhoods.

The proposal would allow vacant or partially vacant offices to be turned into other 

uses without requiring a site-specific change to the land use plan, known as the 

Comprehensive Plan. This could give these offices new life as apartments, 

schools, co-working spaces, maker spaces or food incubators. As an example, a 

former, five-story brick office building across from the Seven Corners Shopping 

Center was converted into Bailey's Upper Elementary, the county's first "high rise" 

school. 

 

Even if this proposal is adopted, most eligible office buildings would still need to go 

through a rezoning process. This process offers many opportunities for community 

input, including public hearings before the Planning Commission and Board of 

Supervisors. 

 

Officials want to expand the conversion provisions to suburban office buildings as 

a way to deal with the more than 18 million square feet in vacant office space 

countywide. 

 

The Planning Commission is currently scheduled to hold a public hearing on the 

proposal on March 22, and the Board of Supervisors, which must ultimately 

approve it, plans to hold its public hearing on May 1. 

 

Last December, the board directed county planners to move forward with this 

proposed Comprehensive Plan amendment.

Application Summary: This was a multi-component rezoning and special exception 

application. The rezoning was to move the subject property from the C-7 to C-8 

zoning classification. The associated special exception application was to enable 

a) a mini-warehousing facility on the C-8 zoned site and b) to increase the Floor 

Area Ratio from 0.50 to 0.70. The Planning Commission voted to recommend 

approval of the application on January 24, 2018.

Resources to Help You During Tax Filing Season 

 

 

 

It is time to start thinking about filing our federal and state taxes. But there is some 

good news, we can make your life a little easier with free county resources to help 

you get through the tax season. 

 

Free Income Tax Preparation: 

 

Volunteer Income Tax Assistance (VITA): If you worked in 2017, and earned less 

than $54,000, then you may qualify for this free service provided by 

community volunteers who are designated by the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 

as certified tax preparers. They will ensure that you receive the maximum tax 

refund and help determine if you are eligible for tax credits. You will need to bring 

photo ID and other documents. 

 

Families throughout Northern Virginia received over $10.7 million in federal refunds 

last tax season through this free service.

The Fairfax County Heath Department is reporting a lot of cases of flu in our 

community. Even if you got the flu shot, you should still make sure you are 

washing your hands. Read below for more tips and information from the Health 

Department to keep you and your family healthy this flu season. 

 

An annual flu vaccine is the best way to fight the flu. The Health Department 

recommends getting vaccinated as soon as possible. The flu vaccine is available 

at Health Department clinics. Use the Flu Vaccine Finder on this page to locate 

other vaccination centers near you. 

 

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) recommend that 

everyone six months and older get vaccinated against the flu every year, especially 

people who are at high risk.

2017-2018 Flu Season:  

Seasonal flu viruses can be found year-round; however, seasonal flu activity can 

begin as early as October and continue to occur as late as May. Flu activity most 

commonly peaks in the United States between December and March.

what’s down in our economy. This new report shows positive news for home sales 

and our unemployment rate in Fairfax County. 

 

These monthly economic indicators serve as one of the tools used by the Board of 

Supervisors, county executive, and budget staff to make decisions on the county’s 

budget. The FY 2018 Budget became effective on July 1 and the county executive 

will present his proposed FY 2019 Budget to the Board of Supervisors on 

Tuesday, February 20.

What’s Up in Economic News -  

▲ Home Prices: The average sales price of homes sold in our county in 

November was $568,027, an increase of 9.6 percent over the November 2016 

average sales price of $518,452.  Also of note, the average November price was 

up 4.3 percent compared to the annual 2016 average home sales price of 

$544,416. 

  

 

  

▲ Jobs: The October unemployment rate decreased 0.1 percentage point to 2.9 

percent. The number of unemployed residents decreased over the month from

18,938 to 18,438. The county’s unemployment rate was down 0.4 percentage point 

from October 2016. 

▲ Commercial Office Market: The mid-year 2017 direct office vacancy rate 

decreased to 15.4 percent, down from 15.8 percent at year-end 2016. The vacancy 

rate has been gradually declining for three straight years and is at its lowest level 

since 2013. 

▲ Tax Receipts: Through the first five months of FY 2018 (July – November), 

Sales Tax receipts are up 3.2 percent over FY 2017. 

▲ Home Sales Volume:  In November, 1,114 homes were sold in Fairfax County, 

an increase of 4 percent over the 1,071 homes sold in November 2016. 

 

What’s Down -   

▼  Inventory of Homes for Sale: The number of active listings in our county in 

November was 2,245, a decrease of 16.7 percent from the 2,693 listings in 

November 2016.

INOVA Partnership Expands Rehab Services to

Thanks to a new partnership between our Park Authority and Inova, medically-

based rehabilitative services, along with community-based exercise programs, are 

all available under one roof at select county facilities. 

 

A pilot program at Audrey Moore RECenter in Annandale has been so well-

received, it is being expanded to Cub Run RECenter in Chantilly and Spring Hill 

RECenter in McLean. 

 

Integrating Technology Into Rehab: 

 

Wayne Arrington of Chantilly is among the first people to take advantage of the 

new Inova physical therapy services at Cub Run RECenter. The 65-year-old retired 

database administrator suffers from back pain and is just getting started with his
